BERLIN EXPECTS 

AN AGREEMENT 
TO END DISPUTE 

Visit of Envoy Arouses Confl- 


dence That Submarine Issue 
Will Be Settled,

BERLIN, April 28.—Ambassador Ger- 
ard, who left for gemeral headquarters 
yesterday, arrived there today. The visit

It ia generally regarded as a favorable 
sign as it is believed the Kaiser and chan- 
cellor would be unlikely to see Mr. Gerard 
if it were not that a possibility of reach- 
ing an understanding with America was 
not only seen, but that a friendly spirit 
in that direction prevails. 


Great Effect Upon War. 

The importance of the conference can- 
not be overestimated. The result, one 
‘way or the other, will have farreaching 
consequences, perhaps not only to Amer- 
iea and Germany, but tothe world war. 

The kaiser's invitation to the ambas- 
sador to visit him in the field is a signal 
honor not only to Mr. Gerard but to 
America. It is the first time in the entire 
war that an ambassador of a neutral 
power has been asked to come to see the 
kaiser in field headquarters, 

That there is obviously deliberate plan 
in the connection of Japan's protest to 
Washington on immigration and Brit- 
ain’s answer to America’s protest against 
the violation of American rights, with 
the German-American situation, is the be- 
lief expressed in political circles. 


See Threat by Japan. 

They profess to see in Japan's move 
the purpose to give the impression in 
Germany that Japan may become threat- 
ening against America. England's an- 
swer, declining to grant America’s pro- 
test, is believed to be timed to agitate the 
German public into greater resistance to 
President Wilson’s demands by implying 
“gee how we treat American demands.”’

Experts on Law Assert New 
Weapon Should Be 
Curbed. — 


‘ Washington, D. C., April 28—Subma- 
rine warfare on commerce was de- 
nounced by an array of prominent jurists 
today before the American Society of In- 
ternational Law. Most of the speakers 
earnestly favored restricting the use of 
the submarine and other new war agen- 
cies to established legal bounds, rather 
than modification of the international 
code in their favor. 

Prof. Raleigh C. Miner of the Univer- 
sity of Virginia, presented at length his 
conclusion that submarines should be 
prevented by law from warring upon 
commerce, LAP ual 
_“ The submarine by its structure is un- 
able to meet the indispensable condi- 
tions of international law,” he said, “ It 
would be impossible to modify these con- 
ditions without violating the fundamen-., 
tal principles upon which international 
law is based and modification would be’ 
a backward step toward barbarism. Dis- | 
armament of merchantmen would make | 
it easy for an unscrupulous adversary to 
creep upon a defenseless victim. War 
is destructive enough and it would be 
deplorable if the laws of war were al- 
tered in the direction of greater de- ' 
structiveness." 


Submarine Defense Only. | 
Admitting that submarines and mines 
have a legitimate use in modern war- 
fare, Prof. Amos 8S. Hershey of the In- 
diana university said their use should be 
for defensive purposes only and be main- | 
ly confined to belligerent waters. | 
Prof. Hershey and Everett P. Wheeler

MEXICO AND FALSE ALTRUISM. 
The New York World declares that if northern 
Mexico were taken over by the United States the 
market value of the Hearst ranch of 1,016,000 acres 
ould be increased twenty or thirty million dollars. 

The implication that the Hearst editorials on 
Mexican affairs are colored if not wholly shaped by 
eelfish motives will not much interest those who are 
capable of thinking for themselves. Certainly we 
all agree that we ought not to go into Mexico merely 
because it will add to the value of the Hearst ranch. 
But most of us will also agree that we ought not to 
stay out of Mexico merely because it will add to the 
value of the Hearst ranch. 

We say most of us, because some Americans seem 
to think that any policy which will include among. 
its results any benefit to Americans is for that rea- 
eon immoral. 

Let us examine the World’s statement from this 
viewpoint: The World asserts that American oc- 
cupation would enhance the value of one million 
acres twenty or thirty millions dollars, that is, it 
would add a value of twenty or thirty dollars an 
acre to this particular piece of property. We do 
pot know what this estimate is based on or what 
the character of the land involved is. But we be- 
lieve that the security which the United States would ‘ 
bring to life and property in Mexico would unques- 
tionably greatly enhance its value throughout that 
country. 

Now the Hearst ranch is one million acres of 
Mexico’s five hundred million acres. Doubtless they 
are a well selected million, but at best they repre- 
sent an inconsiderable proportion of the total arable 
acreage of Mexico. 3 

Besides the Hearst interest there are the inter- 
ests of some forty thousand Arcericans who were in 
Mexico when the revolution broke out. Their in- 
terests ranged from an interest in a job or in a 
emall shop to coffee plantations, cattle ranches, and 
mines. }1

FURTHER ENCROACHMENT ON OUR RIGHTS. 
. {From the Washington Post.) 

' A stage has already been reached where it is 
unsafe, if not physically impossible, for Ameri- 
cans to ship goods anywhere in the world if any 
of the owners or stockholders concerned bear a 
German name. American corporations are forced 
to submit the names of their stockholders and 
if German names appear in the list the corpora- 
tion is Mable to be blacklisted, although the 
holders of these names may be native American 
citizens and their fathers before them. 

Shipping firms and shipowners have been ter- 
rorized by the threat of seizure of ships and 
cargoes, so that shipping agencies will not ac- 
cept cargoes which have not run the gantlet of 
the British embassy. If the shipper ia vouched 
for by the British embassy, he may ship his 
goods; if he is blacklisted, shipping companies 
will not receive his goods. His antecedents may 
be perfectly innocent and neutral: his goods may 
be intended for neutral use in a part of the world 
remote from Europe, but he must submit to the 
overlordship of Great Britain or go out of budi- 
ness. 

This, system of espionage is established not in 
London, but on American soil. It has its head- 
quarters in Washington, within sight of the 
capitol. 

So long as this British supervision of American 
sommerce continues in perfect operation it is 
dificult to perceive how Great Britain can make 
further encroachments or how the United States 
can go further in the surrender of the rights of 
its citizens.

Many communities are in the midst of 
cleanup campaigns. In Kansas the gov- 
ernor included in his proclamation for 
cleanup week instructions to the state and 
city fire marshals to cobperate with the 
club women in making the state spick 
and span, 

The last legislature passed a law re- 
quiring that fire marshals participate tn 
cleanup campaigns. They went so far as 
to empower the street departments of 
cities to furnish wagons and men to carry 
away the litter from the cleanup free of 
charge. Some cities in other parts of the 
country have been doing that for years, 
but it remained for Kansas to write it 
into the state laws. 


women are busy cleaning up thelr homes, 
for this is the season of spring cleaning. 
There are health authorities who do not 
take much stock in cleanup weeks. For 
one thing they say that the cleaned up 
town gets dirty again. On that basis, 
why should a man wash his face? What 
is more important, they say that clean- 
ing up is not the cheapest and most ef- 
fective way to ‘fight disease, which is 
true. But getting clean gives an appe- 
tite for getting healthy. We take grape 
fruit before breakfast, not for its food 
value, but to get the appetite ready for 
breakfast. People who live in dirty 
houses do not care if diphtheria does 
come. Clean premises create health 
standards. . ' 

And then there are the files.. Files 
breed in manure. They feed on filth. A 
clean place may have a few flies. A dirty 
one will have myriads of them. Perhaps 
after we have had cleanup week fora few 
years we may notice the manure boxes. 
We might even go so far as to do as they 
do in Havana—remove the manure once 
a day in city wagons. Or before we are 
ready for that we might treat stable ma- 
nure with arsenic (or borax or some other 
agent) as they do in Montclair. Practi- 
cally speaking, there are no flies in Ha- 
vana. Health Officer Wells predicts that 
Montclair will get into the Havana class 
this year. 

During the cleanup weeks all the garb- 
age will be emptied. Having once seen 
alleys in which there are no over full 
garbage boxes, the people may be a little 
more complainy when the garbage cans 
begin to overfiow again.

Bp wn ed PYKE, a rash young 
| Englishman, proposed to a London 
newspaper that he go to Germany two 
_monthe after the war broke out and write 
_conrespondence from there. He does not 
_@escribe how he entered the country— 
perhaps by way of Scandinevia—but hav- 
ing more perve than discretion he suc- 
ceeded im getting himself arrested as he 
sat down in Berlin to write his first bet- 
ter. " 

After being in several prisons he was 
taken to the detention camp at Ruhle- 
ben, a suburb of the capital. This gives 
him the title of his book, “‘ TO RUHLE- 
BEN AND BACK” (Houghton-Miffiin 
company) There he met another pris- 
oner, who spoke perfect German, and 
these two planned the escape. This makes 
the exciting part of the book. For nearly 
two weeks these men walked and crawled 
from the vicinity of Berlin, across the 
Harz mountains to the Dutch frontier. 
They traveled at night for the most part 
and slept in thickets and trees during 
the day. They were drenched to the skin 
many hours at a time, nearly starved 
and completely exhausted when they 
eluded the last sentries and feil fainting 
en Dutch soil. 

The description of Berlin in the early 
days of the war, the life im prisons and 
detention camps form an imteresting foot- 
note to history, while the narrative of 
the escape ie indeed thrilling. The fool- 
hardiness of Pyke’s entry into Germany 
is equaled by a of his leaving it.

Archbishop Puts Task Up 
to Women’s Catholic 
Order of Foresters. 


HONORED AT MEETING. 


An elaborate campaign for welfare work 
among Catholic working giris in Chicago 
was indugurated informally by Archbish- 
op Mundelein last night at a celebration 
of the Women’s Catholic Order of Forest- 
ers’ twenty-fifth anniversary at the Audi- 
torium.

CARNEGIE AWARD 
FOR HEROIC ACTS 


Chicago Youth Who Lost Lite 
Trying to Save Another Is 
Among Those Honored, 


Pittsburgh, Pa., April 28.—The Carnegie 
hero fund commission, at its spring meet- 
ing today, recognized fifty-two acts of 
heroism in various parts of the coun- 
try. In ten cases silver medals were 
qgwarded and in forty-two cases bronze 
medals. 

Nineteen of the heroes lost their lives, 
and to the dependents of ten of these pen- 
sions aggregating $6,000 a year were 
granted, and to the dependents of eight 
of the others who lost -heir lives sums 
totaling $6,000, to be applied, subject to 
the direction of the commission, in vari- 
ous ways, were granted. 

In addition to these money grants in 
three cases sums aggregating $6,000 were 
appropriated for educational purposes, 
‘payments to be paid as needed and ap- 
proved, and in twenty-four cases awards 
aggregating $20,000 were made for other 
worthy purposes. Payments in these 
cases will not be made until the bene- 
ficiaries’ plans for the use of the awards 
have been approved by the commission. 


Chicago Boy on List. 

The name of one Chicago boy. appears 
on the list. It is that of J. Brendan Mc- 
Hale, who attempted to save a playmate, 
Martin J. Hoban, from drowning in a 
lagoon in Marquette park on July 12, 1915. 
A bronze medal is awarded to the hero's 
father, who resides at 6749 Lafiin street. 

One of the most remarkable feats re- 
warded was that of Mrs. Eva E. Prince, 
aged 29, of Mason, Mich., who saved 
Florence Parker, Elsie V. Pierce, and 
four young children from an enraged 
bull at Mason Oct. 13, 1913. The women 
and children had taken refuge in a 
. frame shack when a wild bull charged 
toward them, but the shack was of fllmsy 
construction and the bull had nearly 
butted in the door when Mrs. Prince suc- 
ceeded in attracting it around to the rear 
cf the shack, where from a broken win- 
dow she fought with a broken shovel, 
while the other women and children es- 
eaped through the front dcor and over 
the fence. When Mrs. Prince knew that 
the others had escaped she herself out- 
Maneuvered the bull, and while it was 
entangled in its efforts to butt in the shack 
she also escaped.

DURANGO, Colo.—A voluntary increase of 25 
cents a day in wages, announced by the Sun- 
nyside Mining company, was attributed by 
officials to the advance in the price of silver. 
More than 300 men are affected. 


COLUMBUS, O.—Approximately 800 cordage 
and twine workers at Xenla, who have been 
on strike for a weck, returned to work, as the 
result of a wage increase awarded them. 
The increase varies from 5 to 13 1-3 per cent, 
the average being about 9 per cent. 

HARRISBURG, Pa.—The wages of the 7,000 
employés of the Pennsylvania Steel company 
at Steelton will be advanced on May 1 by the 
Bethiehem Steel corporation. Day laborers 
will receive 20 cents an bour instead of 17's, 
as at present, and other employés in propor- 
tion.

The 
smallest advance to be given is 30 cents a 
day.

A sweeping offer of ten hours’ pay for 
nine hours’ work was made in the aft- 
ernoon. This George A. Ranney, secre- 
tary of the company, said he thought 
would meet most of the strikers’ de- 
mands. :

*“* Monday will tell the story," Ranney 
said. ‘“ We haven't heard yet how the 
people are taking our offer and, since 
Saturday is a short day, it is pretty hard 


to determine what will happen until the | 
strikers show whether they are going 
back to work on Monday. 

“On the whole, though, I am reason- 
ably confident the trouble will be set- 
tled satisfactorily.” 


Seven Arrests Made. 

About 1,800 men and women walked out 
at the Deering plant in the morning. 
Some disorder developed as the workers 
left, and seven arrests were made by a 
special police squad sent from the-Shef- 
field avenue station. 

Later on the strikers formulated their 
demands at a massmeeting in a hall at 
Clybourn and Marshfield avenues, and 
Leo J. Winiecki, chairman of the state 
board of arbitration, transmitted them 
to officials of the company. The state- 
ment asked for an hour less time on both 
day and night shifts, $3 for a nine hour 
day, and a horizontal raise of 10 per cent 
to piece workers. 

New Scale Promised. 

Mr. Ranney said the company had de- 
cided on a nine hour day several weeks 
ago because its export trade has fallen 
off nearly 50 per cent.

Chicago Lawyer 
Wanted in lowa 
as Embezzler 


W. H. Uff Charged with 
Misuse of $150,000 Es- 
fate of His Wife.

William H. Utt, a lawyer with offices in 
the Westminster building, is wanted in 
Ottumwa, Ia., on charges of embezzling 
funds amounting to nearly $150,000. Utt 
is already under indictment and a war- 
rant for his arrest was issued yesterday. 
The sum he is charged with misappro- 
priating comprises virtually the entire 
estate of his second wife, who died at 
I'rench Lick Springs, Ind., in December, 
1908. Mrs. Lucile L Allen, his wife's 
niece, claims the estate under the terms 
of the will, and it is believed her attorneys 
brought about the indictment. 


Woman’s Part a Puzzle. 

Just what part Mrs. Allen, described as 
® statuesque beauty of 25, plays and has 
played in her uncle's affairs is a matter 
of some doubt. She is said to be living In 
Chicago, but could not be located last 
night. 

“Mrs. Allen has no claim whatever,” 
said Nathan E. Utt, a brother and partner 
of the accused man. “ She has been pes- 
tering William for money ever since his 
wife died, and William has given Her a 
good deal. He even turned over to her | 
the $70,000 Elks building in Ottumwa— 
just out of the kindness of his heart. But 
I can’t imagine on what ground he has 
been indicted. 

“My brother is in Holly Springs, Ga., 
where he owns large marble quarries, and 
as soon as I heard of this indictment I 
wired him.

All Utt’s, Brother Says. 
According to Nathan Utt his brother 
was his wife’s sole heir as well as the 
executor of her estate. No restrictions 
were made in the will, he said, and his 
brother was not even required to give a 
bond as executor. The estate comprises 
stocks, bonds, mortgages, and rea! estate 
in Ottumwa and Chicago. 

Through her attormeys in Ottumwa, 
Mrs. Alien gives a different version of the 
will, which was probated both in Chicago 
and Ottumwa. Until she is 30, she says, 
she was to have received $2,000 a year. 
After she Is 30, she claims, an additiona! 
$5,000 was to be paid her every five years 
and at 50 she was to receive the entire 
estate.

Stewed Mushrooms. 


HEN it is desirable to serve 
’ mushrooms Mm some symmet- 
rical pile, there is no better way 


to prépare them than to stew 

them. There is, unfortunately, 
no better way to make them tough and 
useless for consumption if the cooking is 
not carefully done. BEven when single 
mushrooms are to be used as a garnish 
for something like the legs of broiled 
chicken it is desirable that these be ed- 
ible. They will not be if boiled in the 
cooking, but if kept at the simmering 
point should be tender if the mushrooms 
were fresh. 

To keep the form perfect and the color 
light the best way to stew mushrooms is 
not to fry or sauté them first, but this lat- 
ter custom is more common and they are 
rnore likely to be tender so prepared. Mrs. 
Hill says: “Sauté the peeled caps, broken 
in pieces if large, in a little hot butter; 
then add thin cream: enough to rather 
more than half cover; cover the saucepan 
and let simmer gently about twenty min- 
utes. Serve with crackers, puff paste 
diamonds, or sippets of toast. Milk or 
stock may take the place of the cream 
and a little thickening of roux, or flour 
and water, may be added, when the mush- 
rooms are half cooked.”’ 


In White Sauce. 
‘Melt a tablespoon or two of butter ina 
thick bottomed saucepan and gently fry 
in it a shaved white onion or two shallots. 
Add@ an even tablespoon of flour and 
blend, then a cup of cold milk, and bring 
all to a boil, stirring all the time. Adc 
half a pound of peeled mushroom caps, 
if possible having all of the same size, 
and simmer for one-half hour. Pile the 
musbrooms in a pyramid on toast and 
pour the sauce, to which has been added 
salt and pepper to taste, over the whole.

FIRE INSURANCE 
TRUST ALLEGED 
‘BYU, S. INQUIRY 


Teh ar Fs Su 
to Charge Excessive Rates 
in Chicago District. 


otlenenieeenmemeemnmendl 


Thirty-eight big fire insurance compa- 
nies doing business in Chicago face the 
probability of a federal indictment for 
alleged violation of the Sherman anti- 
trust act. District Attorney Clyne yes- 
terday began an investigation of charges 
made by State Insurance Commissioner 
Rufus Potts that the rates in Chicago 
were nearly four times greater than those 
of New York and other large cities. 

The thirty-eight companies are alleged 
to hold a monopoly on fire insurance in 
linois and Chicago, and smaller com- 
panies are said to be restrained from 
doing business. In Chicago the rate per 
$1,000 is $2.92, but in Boston, New York, 
St. Louis, and other large cities the rate 
does not exceed &4 cents. ‘ 


Excessive Rate Kept Up. 
That the excessive rate in Chicago is 
maintained through @ combination of big 
insurance companies is the charge Dis 
trict Attorney Clyne expects to prove, _ 
Relative to a suggestion that the Chi- 
cago rate might be the result of the fire 

protection facilities, Mr. Clyne said: 
“The fire protection facilities of Chi- 


ter than any city in the United States. 
The rates are excessive, and {t does not 
meke itself clear to my mind just why 
the rates are so high. There is something 
under cover, and I will try to prosecute 
them under the Sherman anti-trust act. 
There is no reason why the people of Chi- 
cago should be muicted by the big inseur- 
ance companies.” . 


Confers with Clyne. 

During the afternoon Commissioner 
Potts held a conference with District Aa- 
torney Clyne and several of his aids.
